(and similar argument to related claims), as the Applicant has correctly indicated that Eager discloses security access manage access 
control list (ACL) to control application resouces. Application resouces can include registry, files that allow system administrator to set up 
access control to the resource. Per Applicant's specification, Backgroung, 2nd paragraph, a setting can be stored in registry and registry 
can be one or more files. ACL can be used control access to objects that can include setting stored in registry or files. 
Per Applicant;s argument of rejection of claim 27, the Application states "the examiner cites Administrator GUI 285 as action as local 
cache" In the rejection, the examiner does not cite the Adminitrator GUI 285 action as local cache, instead, the rejection indicates the GUI 
contains cache. 

Per Applicant's of rejection of claim 28, the Applicant emphasizes on the issuing periodic calls from the reference, while rejection dearly 
recites ([0082], "...registered for changes within the dependency model...").
